be built up by the m eans outlined 
in this circular. 
The 
bob-white 
quail is not 
a 
truly 
m igratory 
species. Now and then quail m ake 
extended flights, but as a rule a 
bird remains on the section where 
it was hutched. 
W hen a farm er 
cares for quail in winter, th e re ­ 
fore, he is caring for birds 
that
